CONDUCTOR’S OPINION 
BLODGET?I, JEFFERS ET AL. 


or 


They Are the Men Who Caused the Recent 
Trouble on the East Tennessee Road. 
Other News of Interest. 


Mr. M. F. Boisclair, who is a conductor on 
the East Tennessee road, and a member of di- 
vision No. 230, Order of Railway Conductors, 
was interviewed by a Rome Tribune reporter 
the other day about the recent “strike” on 
that road, and expressed himself as follows: 

That telegram (referring to a dispatch in 
The Tribune) came from T. M. Blodgett, who, 
like Jeffers, is nothing in the world buta 
floater and a snow-digger, who comes intoa 
place, works until he gets a stake, then jumps 
the town with a little money in his pocket and 
0 unpaid board bill behind him.” 


‘Isn’t that pretty harsh?” 

“No. I mean it. Those men are the cause of 
the trouble lately and won’t let well enough alone. 
They don’t belong here and don’t care for conse- 
quences. They seem to think a division superin- 
tencent can give whatever wages he wishes, when 
in reality he can do no such thiag.” 

“What about Stumpe?” 

“He's no good either. They sent him up here, 
and when he left Atlanta to come here they gave 
him $2 in money, {a railroad ticket and a meal 
ticket. That’s enongh about him.” 

“Pll tell you all about this last ‘strike,’ as they 
call it,” said Mr. Boisclair. “Sunday afternoon 
Mr. Beauprie sent for the brakemen to come to his 
Office. 1 happened to be there when they came, 
and was asked toremain. Jeffers was with them, 
but used such language that Mr. Beauprie ordered 
him out of the room, and he left. Afterwards 
Blodgett was found haranguing the men, or at 
least a few men, most of whom were negroas. He 
told them his brother was managing a strike on 
the Central, and would give them $500 if they 
ee Aptana me grees some of the negroes,

“It got out among the men that night,” said Mr. 
Boisciair, “that they would kill the first man who 
turned aswitch. My train was the first to leave 
after that, and it was nearly 3 o’clock Monday 
morning, and I turned the switches for my men 
then. olicemen were in the yards at Atlanta 
then to keep the striking men down. When I got 
out to the Simpson street crossing, I found Jeffers 
there, and I got out and walked up to him, threw 
my gun into his face and made him get out of the 
way. My train came out all right, and since then 
all the trains have run regularly.” 

Mr. Boisclair spoke sternly and emphatically 
about Jeffers and Blodgett and ca''ed them “bums” 
and deadbeats and no good generally. He says he 
has been and always will be with the men when 
they are right,but he doesn’t uphold them when in 
the Spore g 

He said further that he felt confident that Mr. 
Beauprie would treat the men right, but that they 
should do nothing rash. He also said that the men 
who had tried to get up the difficulty, meaning 
Blodgett and Jeffers, were not meeting with any 
successjas respectable white men, and good ne- 
groes would not listen to them. 

His opinion about Blodgett and Jeffers was em- 
phatically endorsed by friends with him. 


The Alabama Great Southern railroad has 
adopted the retrenchment policy for economy's 
sake. It is understood that about 100 men in the 
roadway department have been laid off, and one 
construction train discontinued between Birming- 
ham and Chattanooga. ; 


The committee appointed by the various com- 
mercial organizations of Cincinnati to consider 
the proposition of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad Company to lease the 
Southern permanently met Wednesday. The rail- 
road representative of Messrs. Brice and Thomas 
stated that what the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia wanted was further legisiation authoriz- 
ing the sinking fund trustees of Cincinnati and 
the Southern trustees to issue bonds in the sum of 
$2,500,000 for terminal facilities, andafter that 
was done the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
people would either consider a proposition to buy 
the Southern, or wouid make a perpetual lease at 
$1,250,000 annually. The matter was discussed and 
generally condemned as whollyin the interest of 
the railroad people and not beneficial to the 
interests of thecity. Further conference will be 
had however. 

There is unanimous opposition to the sale of 
the road, but the proposition of a perpetual lease 
if upon favorable terms mvets with some favor. 


All rnmors and denials of the sale of the Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago road (Monon 
route) have been set at rest by the compietion of a 
deal whereby the Richmond Terminal system 
secures control of it and thus gives an entrance 
into Chicago. Dr. Breylfogle has resigned as 
president and has been succeeded by General 
Sam Thomas. John Greenough has been elected 
vice president. The road will continue to be 
operated as an independent system, and its al- 
liance with friendly connections will be continued, 
It is stated thatthe syndicate obtained control, 
not by buying the bonds, but simply by agers | 
$2,000,000 on $2,800,000 of treasury bonds anc 
$1,400,000 on stock. It is also stated that the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia road pro- 
vided $1,200,000 of the total loan. 

G. 8S. Barnum, general freight agent of the 
Georgia Pacfic, bas gone to St. Louis to conclude 
final negotiations with the Missouri Pacific rail- 
road for through connections at Arkansas City be- 
tween the two systems. It is announced that 
through traffic asrangements will take effect very 
soon. 

W. V. Crawford, of Brookiyn, has brought action 
against the Georgia Pacific Railroad Company, the 
Central Trust and Metropolitan Trust Companies, 
of New York, and the Richmond and Danville 
Railway Company, praying for an injunction re- 
straining the detendants from disposing of certain 


bonds of which he claims tu have purchased. 


Trunk lines and well-established railroads have 
recently been grasping the fact that many rail- 
road companies pretending to greatness are 
merely short mineral roads or inclines, that 
organize with afull corps of officials for the pur- 
pose ot securing annual passes over the railroads 
of the country. 

The Official Railway Guide in its last issue con- 
tains the advertisement of a three-mile road with 
a list of president, vice-president, general mana- 
ger, superintendent, auditor, general passenger 
agent, general freight and ticket agent and gen- 
eral officers. 

In an editorial The Railway Guide comments in 
this wise: 

“There isa form of imagination at work in va- 
rious parts of this country, generally more evi- 
dent about the first of the year, atthe time when 
exchanges passes are wont to be issued, which 
will take a cravel siding and make atrunk line 
out of it; will dignify a lumber road with a name 
which indicates that it traverses three states; and 
will equip a simple, unimproved rights-of-way 
with afullcorp of officials and give it double 
dailv trains. Then it knocks atthe door of The 
Official Guide and wants toget a good display. 
This peculiar form ot imagination has been work- 
ing hard this year, and we give below a few spec- 
imens of its handicraft. One of its votaries sent 
ina queatully poems time tabie and a very com- 
plete list of officers; his copy was made outona 
regulation railroad letter-beading, but investiga- 
tion showed that, while five miles of rails had 
been delivered, the road was as yet impassable 
except for pedestrians in high boots.
